Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Park explained how the Harareference does not appear to be 
applicable given that the flattened wall portion was formed from an otherwise cylindrical surface. The Examiner agrees 
with this interpretation, although the search will need to be updated. Mr. Park prosposed a potential amendment to 
claim 8 detailing how the flattened wall portion of the pipe member extends along substantially the entire length of the 
pipe member. This amendment would appear to overcome the rejection over Yamaguchi '573. Mr. Park also 
explained how an affidavit signed by each of the inventors of the instant application may be filed to disclose that the 
subject matter in question was invented by solely Yamaguchi and also state how the subject matter in question 
disclosed in the '185 patent was also invented solely by Yamaguchi . 
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
